of our cruisers or auxiliaries are in the 
region reported by Captain Boniface," 
said Captain Gaunt. "If those are really 
German raiders, escaped from Kiel, 
they will have a short lease of life. 
Undoubtedly there will be great ex- 
citement in London when the news 
reaches there that 
German raiders 
are loose again.

thing possible to lear the ocean lanes 
quickly."

rig, throwing its occupants violently 
to the ground. 


Mrs. 
Williams was at first thought 
to be the most injured 
and 'she was 
rushed to the hospital, a few blocks 
away, immediately. A call for the am- 
bulance was made, but through a mis- 
understanding of directions, calls were 
made at the (J. & N. W. depot, the 
Five Points and finally the freight de- 
pot before the location of the accident 
became known. As a result Williams 
lay in the road for nearly half an hour 
before he was taken to the hospital. 
Motorman Martin, just 
following 
the accident, said that his car was 
not moving very fast. This statement 
was substantiated by Mrs. Edwards. 


Second Runaway 


About seven o'clock Saturday even- 
ing a horse, 
owned and 
driven by 
Prank Thorn, a young farmer living on 
the Madison road, took fright at the 
street car, and after running half a 
block crashed into a telephone post on 
the curb 
line. This runaway 
took 
place almost in the same place as the 
Williams' accident, two hours later. 


Thorn escaped any injury, as he was 


able to control the horse after the 
plunge across the curb and gutter. The 
buggy was badly splintered when the 
horse kicked loose 
from the shafts.'

ON TRIAL IN WASHINGTON.

— With the lead- 
ing legal lights of New,, York and 
Washington E-S advocates and bankers 
throughout the country as audience, 
the famors Riggs bank case came to 
trial here today. 

Charles G. Glover, president; Will- 
iam J. Flather, vice-president, and 
Henry H. Flather, former cashier of 
the Riggs National Bank are answer- 
ing the charge 
of perjury

District Supreme Court. 
The three men are charged with 
testifying falsely that the Riggs Bank 
did not engage in stock transactions 
Back of the case is the flght that has 
raged for a year, or since the Higgs 
bank officials 
charged 
Secretary of 
">e i Treasury 
McAdoo, John Skelton 
Williams, Comptroller of the Currency 
and 
other 
treasury 
officials 
with 
conspiracy to wreck the bank 


The bank officials 
plea-d that the 
stock transactions, alleged 
by 
the 
government to have been with the de- 
funct Lewis, Johnson & Company in 
tne name of the bank, were those of 
the bank's customers. 


Samuel Untermyer, chief 
counsel 
for 
the 
treasury 
officials 
in 
the 
conspiracy suit, is expected to act in 
an advisory capacity to United States 
Attorney Laskey, prosecutor. 
For the 
bank officials, 
the star 
corporation 
lawyers of Washington are acting 
The fight between Williams and the 
bank officials has been bitter. Charges 
of perjury, bad faith and general un- 
desirabihty have flown back and forth 
between them ever since the spring of 
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Upon the acquittal of the officials or 
resignation hangs the renewal of the 
charter of ths Riggs bank, one of the 
oldest and strongest outside of New 
York. 
Williams has hinted that he 
will not renew the charter if the pres- 
ent officers remain in charge unless 
they are freed of the perjury charge 
against them.

A Steam Press 


Any boy who wishes to make a boat 
or some furniture will find it a 
great help to have a steam press of 
his own. To make one which will 
do good work, get a washboiler, and 
In place of-the Tegular cover make a 
wooden cover to fit tight, as shown In 
Fig. 1. The cover should be made 
from a board about one inch thick, 
and cut to extend about one-half inch 
over the edge (A) of the boiler. 
Next nail to the under side of this 
board a second board (B), which will 
be Just the shape of the rim of the 
boiler and nt on the inside. Make a 
press according to drawing at Fig. 2. 


Nail a. board over end of press (C).' 
Make a hole in boiler-cover (D) and' 
one in end of press nearest boiler 
(E). Insert a. pipe or hose (F) to 
connect both holes. 
Stop up open; 


end of press (G) with newspapers, 
after you have placed your material.

'Men pledged to a program of econ- 
omy in state government will -be candi- 
dates in seventeen senatorial districts 
and in every 
assembly district i'or 
the Wisconsin legislature of 1917. The 
interest shown in 1914, in the move- 
ment to reduce taxes, is overshadowed 
by the Interest already 
manifested 
in the election of senators and assem- 
T)lymt!n who are in harmony with Gov. 
Pnilipp's views. 
Conferences have been held here and 
in other sections/ of the state during 
the weak just closed, at which legisla- 
tive candidates were discussed. Sever- 
al conservative republicans have made 
formal announcement that they will be 
in the field, and many others 
have 
made it known that they will soon en- 
ter the race. It is the plan to make 
a thorough campaign in less experi- 
mentation and greater degree of econ- 
omy in state affairs, 


Both Factions Active. 
The feeling is general among con- 
servative republicans that much pro- 
gress was made in the last legislature, 
but party leaders are determined that 
the Philipp program shall be carried 
out in detail. The La Follette forces 
also arr, active, having chosen, many 
of their candidates. 
A primary fight will be made on 
Senator AV. J. Bichler, democrat, who 
is running in, the twentieth district. In 
the thirty-second district, 
represented 
in the last legislature by Senator Otto 
Bosshard, candidate for governor As- 
semblyman, Carl 
Kurtenacker, La 
Crosse, is being urged to run for the 
republican nomination. In the second 
senatorial district Timothy 
Burke, 
Green Bay, will again be a republican 
candidate. Burke is. one of the lead- 
ers of the upper house, and because of 
his many years of service, is familiar 
with state affairs. 


Culbertson to Retire. 
Senator Henry M. Culbertson. pro- 
gressive republican, has announced 
that he will not seek re-election in the 
fpurleenth district, and the conserva- 
tive? will put up a stiff fight to elect 
his successor. 
Senator L. B. Cunningham, Beloit, is 
expected to be the conservative re- 
publican candidate in the twenty-sec- 
ond district. Mayor Adams, Beloit, 
may be the La Follette choice against 
him. 
In the sixteenth district, repre- 
sented in the hist legislature by the 
late Senator Robert CHenn. Henry E. 
Roethe, Fennimore, conservative re- 
publican, is a candidate. The conserv- 
atives will make a fi:?ht on Senator 
Henry A. Huber, Stoughton, in the 
twenty-sixth district. Huber is an in- 
conspicuous figure in senate debate 
but the La. Follette forces are pleased 
with him because he never fails 
to 
vote outside the senator's faction. 
Pickart for Assemblyman. 
Senator Louis G. Kellogg, Ripon, is 
not JiKely to have any democratic op- 
position in the eigtheenth 
district. 
There was talk that Chris Pickart 
would be a. senatorial candidate there 
but. it is understood, he prefers to run 
for re-election to the assembly. 
Axol Johnson. Polk county, is said (o 
be a candidate to succeed the late Sen- 
ator George E. Scott in the 
twenty- 
ninth district. 
A. W. Vorland, Cum- 
berland, will oppose him. In the twen- 
ty-fourth district Assemblyman Emerv 
W. 'Crosby. Xpillsville, will be the ro- 
publican candidate against Senator 
Robert \V. Monk, also of Neillsville. 
Monk is another La Follette man Wiio 
plays- a small role in the affairs of the 
senate, but is satisfactory to the prog- 
ressives because he fills a role similar 
to that of Senator Huber.
